Austin, June 13.—An annual aver­ 
age of 10.17 days per capita has been 
lost in Texas for the past three years 
on account of sickness, according to 
statistics from representative sections 
of the state gathered by the indexical 
health survey conducted by the state 
board of health. 
This represents an annual financial 
loss of $10.74 per capita, or 3.3 per 
cent of the average individual in­ 
come. 
This is only the reduction of 
the earning capacity and does not in­ 
clude added cost of caring for the 
sick. 
Of the deaths occulting in Texas for 
the past three years, 45 per cent were 
from preventable diseases, according 
to the statistics gathered. 
“The employment of 
an 
all-time 
health officer,” says 
Dr. 
Goddard, 
state health officer, “working in co­ 
operation with a local health board 
and the state health 
department, 
would reduce these figures at least 
25 per cent. 


Dublin, June 18.-—The question of 
woman suffrage in church 
govern­ 
ment was keenly debated a t the an­ 
nual synod of the Protestant Episco­ 
pal church in Ireland and eventually 
wa* decided against the claims of the 
women. 
Since its disestablishment and sev­ 
erance from the Church of England 
the Irish Protestant church has been 
a democratically governed body; but 
only men have votes.

TEMPERANCE. 
In an address before the capitol at 
Washington City Saturday afternoon, 
Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, said: 
“I would challenge the man or 
the woman," he said, “to stand up 
on any platform in our country 
and advocate alcoholic drinking, 
or alcoholism, but I challenge the 
moral right of anyone to pre­ 
scribe by law the habits of the 
people of the United States. 
For 
the first time the constitution has 
now las a part of it, a provision 
that declares ‘Thou shalt not.’ It 
is the first provision in the con­ 
stitution which denies rights to 
the 
people, 
denies 
personal 
rights. 
“We are not the advocates of 
the alcoholic drinking habit. 
On 
the contrary, not all the churches, 
not all the temperance organiza­ 
tions have done one tithe of the 
work to make the men of labor 
temperate that have the organi­ 
zations of labor. Those who abuse 
the use of alcoholic drink are 
poor devils w'ho are either out of 
work and have no spirit in them 
at all, or the overworked and un­ 
derfed workmen who try to im­ 
bibe some artificial spirit to take 
the place of the natural spirit 
which has been crushed 
out 
of 
them. 
“We ask a fair opportunity to 
live our whole lives, and not by 
arbitrary 
means 
by 
one 
fell 
swoop to try and 
change 
the 
habits of the people. We ask that 
we be given the opportunity not 
only to preach but to practice the 
tem perate habit of our people,and 
that they shall come more and 
more away from drinking 
any­ 
thing that shall have any content 
of alcohol at all. 
“But we can’t change the habits 
and the customs of all our peo­ 
ple in the twinkling of an eye or 
the changing of a hand.” 


EMPLOYEES’ REPRESENTATION. 


It is probably not too much to be­ 
lieve that, in the words of a repre 
Beatuti ve ot one of the great Ameri 
can 
industrial 
corporations, 
em­ 
ployees’ representative of one of the 
great American industrial 
corpora­ 
tions, employee’s representation in 
employers’ councils is 
the 
“corner 
stone of the whole industrial rela­ 
tion structure.” 
Tho utterance is 
that of Cyrus McCormick, Jr., of the 
International 
H arvester 
company, 
made in a recent address before the 
National Association of Employment 
Managers, at a meeting held in Chi­ 
cago, 
To say that employees’ repre­ 
sentation in employers’ deliberations 
is the corner stone of the structure 
of industrial relations is not to say 
that it is the whole thing, but all rea- 
sonaable and thoughtful elements are 
evidently agreeing that taking repre­ 
sentatives of employees genuinely in­ 
to '•onfidenee in m atters 
concerning 
them opens the way to u new and bet­ 
ter era in industrial life. 
By what­ 
ever term s Uhs new step may be 
characterized, if taken in good faith 
it means the attainm ent of a concept 
of unity instead of diversity of inter­ 
ests. And that this concept will lead 
to the solution of all industrial dif­ 
ferences is a reasonable expectation. 
The company mentioned has been 
doing business in this way only two 
months, but evidently Mr. .McCormick 
is already! fuly convinced that the 
system is really a great improvement. 
His words indicate an appreciation of 
the point of view of the worker for 
wages when he says, “ W hat the work­ 
ingman is asking for, and wliut we are 
trying to give him, is a voice in the 
control of the business in which he is 
a co-partner.” 
And the significance 
of his statem ent seems the more strik­ 
ing when it is remembered that it 
was made, not to an audience of ope­ 
ratives, but an association of employ­ 
ment managers. 
That the speaker 
certainly 
was 
dealing with fundamentals in business 
was shown by the two questions which 
he said he w ished to discuss, m.mely. 
“Is Industrial 
Democracy 
R ight! 
and Does It P ay?” 
And every well­ 
meaning business man, in this en­ 
lightened age, ought to know that the 
first question is quit*' as practical 
as the second. 
It is gratifying to 
observe that one it* Mr. McCormick’s 
positiun, speaking for an industrial 
establishment employing 30,000 per­ 
sons, is both able and disposed, after 
what he evidently regards as a fair 
test, to add, as he does, that he not 
only thinks it right but that it does 
pay, 
“Our plan,” he says, “involves 
full representation on the part of the 
employee with the employer in dis­ 
cussing working cond a ions and wages. 
Everything that touches their inter­ 
ests is taken up in round-table dis­ 
cussion at joint conferences. 
And at 
these conferences the employer does 
not sit on one side of the table ami 
the employee on the other. 
They sit 
together, side by side.” 
It is good, 
too, to hear this spokesman of capital, 
indeed of one of Uie so-called big in­ 
te re s ts , say, u s he is quoted as hav­ 
ing said, th at in the agreement be­ 
tween the H arvester company and its 
w orkers “ there is a clause providing 
th a t there shall be no discrimination 
in the em ploym ent of workers, t ither 
as regards sex, race, 
religion, 
or 
unions.” 
He does not seek by this 
utterance to give the im pression that 
he indorses unions, and plainly says 
so. “but,” he says, and confidence in 
his sincerity is strengthened by his 
frankness, “ we have learned as ©ro­ 


tor, once in your employ, he is your 
partner, and you must forget all about 
trade unionism.” 
And the manufac 
turer went so far, in praise of the 
system of employees’ representation, 
as to say th at so pleased was his com­ 
pany with the operation of this plan 
that if it had the introduction of it to 
go through with again, it w'ould not 
devise a plan and then ask a work- 
lnghani if he desired to accept it, but 
would begin by asking him if he w ant­ 
ed a plan of industrial democracy, 
and, if he replied in the affirm ative, 
would ask hun to come in and help to 
devise the plan. 
One gains faith also in this em­ 
ployer’s professions of interest in 
the character and welfare of his force 
of workers by hearing his description 
given, as if w'ith some of the pride 
which American individual m anufac­ 
turers felt in their employers before 
the day of industrial consolidations. 
He says that the men selected by the 
workers as their representatives are 
fine types. 
Three-fourths of them, 
it is thought worth wihle to men­ 
tion, are married, and most of them 
own their homes, or are stockholders 
in the company. 
A remark indicates 
an interesting and doubtless whole­ 
some and helpful acquaintance with 
the political complexion of the work­ 
ers. 
“One,” said the speaker, “is an 
anarchist. 
He is one of the best we 
have. 
He is playing the game with 
us, and we all have all the cards on 
the table all the time.” 
That the apparently inevitable de­ 
luge of requests for increase in wages 
under this system need be no bugbear 
as implied by Mr. McCormick’s state­ 
ment that, with every one of its “hith­ 
erto most guarded ledgers open to 
these men” his company believed they 
would see the facts as clearly as the 
employers, and would even accept a 
decrease in wages if necessary. 
In 
support of this view he said that the 
first demand for a general increase 
was withdrawn by the m na Any fair- 
minded employers, as well as repre­ 
sentative of labor, would agree with 
the spokesman for the H arvester com­ 
pany in the declaration, also made 
at the Chicago meeting: 
“ You have 
got to show’ the men that justice is 
the thing intended, th at this is not 
some new plan merely to get some­ 
thing out of them.”

BETTER COUNTY ROADS. 
The federal 
government 
has re­ 
cently appropriated the sum of $275,- 
000,000 for the improvement of the 
roads in the United States and when 
such enormous sums as this are ap­ 
propriated 
the 
question 
naturally 
arises as to where the money will 
come from and how the benefits will 
balance the burden. 
Federal taxes is, of course, the 
source and revenue tables prepared 
by the government show the relative 
federal taxes paid by each state and 
the basis of allotment of such funds 
us Hie 
$275,000,000 
appropriation. 
However, such tables do not answer 
the question as to the benefits. 
To 
illustrate: 
A New York taxpayer 
pays a $100,000 income tax; the prin­ 
cipal part of his income is derived 
from oil wells in Texas, a lunch in 
Montana and a sugar or cotton plan­ 
tation in Alabama. He pays his taxes 
in New York and the federal tables 
show his income as part of the totals 
of that state. A portion of Uiis mon­ 
ey should appear in the totals for 
each of the three states producing 
the income and if any return is to 
be mude to the states by such ap­ 
propriations as the onof mentioned, 
each of the three states should re­ 
ceive in propel tion to the wealth it 
has produced. 
From the standpoint of the tuxpay-* 
cr it would lie more profitable if the 
tax money could bes spent in the 
state providing the wealth, rather 
than in the state in which he lives, 
because the money spent on improve- 
msnts for the whole public will in­ 
crease 
the 
value 
of his holdings 
and decrease the cost of production, 
This results in a greater 
flow 
of 
money to New York and thus New 
York benefits because it is, spent 
there. 
The basis of return to each state 
tho federal revenue table, which 
sxs shown does not distribute the re ­ 
turns 
proportionately. 
The 
appor­ 
tionment should properly be made on 
the basic wealth of each state, or in 
other words on the total of the pro 
ducts of the farm , forest and mine. 
Texas is fortunate in this respect 
for its share is now greater than its 
proportionate basic wealth. 
Rim i nt 
statistics show th at the basic annual 
products of the United States from 
farms, forests and mines have a value 
of $26,880,280,943. 
Texas produces 
4.36 per cent of this total, or $1,125,- 
179,744. 
Accordingly 
Texas 
then 
should receive 4.36 per cent of the 
$275,000,000 as 
its 
just proportion. 
This will amount to $12,000,000, while 
the amount apportioned to Texas is 
$16,000,000, 
We are then receiving 
more than our just proportion from 


W ith the growing conviction, both 
in England and in America, th at the 
best .solution of the housing problem 
is for the greatest possible number of 
citizens to own their homes, a great 
interest attaches to w hat has been 
done already in Baltimore, Maryland. 
It is said that this city, more than 
any other in the United States, has 
developed citizen 
ownership. 
The 
movement was started in 1904, and in 
ten years more than 30,000 dwell­ 
ings were built, 
chiefly 
two-story 
houses, thoroughly modem in their 
conveniences, and in most cases pur­ 
chased by men of m oderate incomes 
through building associations. 
The 
cost of these dwellings was reduced 
by wholesale buying of land and ma 
terial and corresponding economy in 
construction. 
Baltimore, 
moreover, 
passed a law which requires 
that 
every dwelling shall have a bathroom, 
an idea in municipal legislation which 
many other cities m ight well copy.

United States is a government of the 
people as well as by and for the peo­ 
ple. 
And this applies particularly to 
those who “waited without acting’ to 
see how serious the officials were in 
collecting certain taxes.

the draft, and we feel that, with 
peace os built, the world has indeed 
been made safe for democracy.” 
Mr. Gompers threw the emphasis 
of his speech upon the idea that the 
wa£ had put an end to autocracy 
m industry as well as in government 
and touched briefly upon the reason 
for the hearty support of the war by 
labor, saying: “ When the w ar began 
we realized that if m ilitarism and 
autocracy should be victorious never 
again would there be opportunity for 
freedom of any sort; never again 
would there be a chance for labor to 
develop and protect itself and the 
rights of the people W’ho work.” Now 
that the w ar has been won the labor 
unions propose to proceed toward a 
democratic control of industry so far 
as the conditions of the workers are 
concerned. 
Five years ago 
such 
a 
declaration would have been regarded 
as a challenge to a labor 
conflict. 
But the unionists were not the only 
people w'ho learned from the war. Al­ 
ready large industries 
have 
taken 
steps 
for the sort o f
